Facsimiles of am endm ent No. 2 
a re being mailed to the voters by 
thousands, m ark ed with a cross 
in the “ No” space and advising 
the voters to defeat prohibition. 
On these cards are pasted stick ers

erick s for Governor.” 
It is becom ing more and more 
appare nt tha t 
Frederick s, 
with 
defeat staring him in the face, has 
been forced to rely on the forlorn

A ccom pany ing this story is a photo­ 
graph of the “Colored

U nd erneath this, in 
tlie upper part of each plate glass win* 
* dow. full width of window, is a bau- 
i ner which reads: 
“ VOTE W E I . And 
below these banners in each window 
is a large picture of Capt. Frederick s, 
the printed m a tte r on which 
is 
not. 
legible in the photograph. 
Now, of course, 
Capt. 
Frederick s 
may not be responsible for this com­ 
bination advertising. 
It is 
conceiv­ 
able tha t his supporters organized a 
club of colored voters, and that the 
club tack ed the “ wet” blank et onto 
the Frederick s k ite. 
Also Capt. F red­ 
erick s may have attended a confer­ 
ence and a banquet of . liquor 
men 
without comm itting him self to the li- 
I quor cause in this campaign. 
T he R egister does not say , or even 
j m ean to intim ate, tha t Capt.

If som e of the boys down here, who 
are kicking about som e of the roads 
in Southern California, were to see 
the roads we traveled over they would 
foreverm ore hold their peace.” 
One of the greatest h ills the party 
had to traverse w as 
4000 
feet 
in 
height. 
N evertheless the 
trip 
was 
m ade without mishap. 
At the 100-mile point the men left 
I the machine and spent a day in en- 
; gaging four burros to 
carry their 
packs for the rem aining 12-mile dis­ 
tance. 
On the first night out on fihe 
12-mile jaunt it began to rain. 
A fter completing six m iles of their 
journey the men were “ rained-in” for 
three days at. a 
deserted 
saw m ill 
known as Cedar Camp. 
The party did 
a great deal of fishing here. 
Som e 
idea of the strength of the rain may 
be gained when it is said that it rain 
gd so hard at tim es that the men were 
unable to see the line at the end of 
their poles, six feet aw ay. 
W,hen the rain ceased the rem aining 
six m iles of the journey wfas complet 
ed. 
At headquarters the w eather was 
excellent for about four days. 
The I 
hunting was of the best, M cFadden 
and Jen ck s finding it unnecessary to 
leave cam p for more than a halt-mile 
to do their hunting. 
The fine weather 
and excellent hunting availed Jeffries i 
nothing as he was for the first time 
in his life, seized with a very ag g ra­ 
vated case of poison oak. 
He w as ut 
terly unable to walk during the great 
er part of the time. 
One of his eyes 
w as shut and the other 
nearly 
so. 
However, towards the latter part of 
the stay at headquarters, he began 
to recover. 
He went out one day to 
a distance of about 150 yards from 
I cam p and shot, two fine bucks, one of 
which, however, m anaged to escape 
Breaking camp, the party doubled 
back for a distance of 
about 
eight 
| m iles and ac cidentally cam e upon a j 
I splendid hunting ground. Deer were 
plentiful 
It was at this point that 
Jen ck s killed a 350-pound black bear 
“ It was pure m urder,” as M cFadden 
put it. 
The killing of the bear by 
Jen ck s wag done while Jen ck s 
w as 
hidden in som e brush 
w aiting 
tor 
deer. 
Jen ck s heard a noise at a dis- 
| tance of about 30 yards. Turning, he 
saw' the bear, calm ly eating acorns. j 
W ithout further ado, Jen ck s brought 
down the anim al. 
“ Jen ck s should at | 
least have hollered at the beast and 
given a fair chance,” said M cFadden. 
“ A s it w as, the scooting w as nothing 
but pure m urder.” 
A fter one day’s hunt rain 
began 
falling again and the party w as un 
able to do any m ore hunting for four 
days. 
Jeffries had alm ost recovered 
from his attack of poison oak by this 
time. 
Four m iles further, the 
men | 
cam e to their m achine. 
A freighter 
w as engaged to haul 
the 
blankets, 
m eat and other paraphernalia to Eu­ 
reka. 
A fter having gone about ten m ile s; 
in the auto, it broke down. 
One day | 
w as spent in an endeavor to repair 
the car but w as 
found 
im possible, j 
Jeffries and Jen ck s struck out over a . 
short cut across the hills tow’ard Eu-j 
reka, leaving M cFadden to arrange 
1 for the m achine to be towed in, in the 
w ake of a freighter. 
On the first d ay’s 
tow M cFadden m ade five 
and 
two- 
tenths miles. 
How'ever, he finally got 
into E ureka safe and sound and w as 
joined by Jeffries and Jen cks.

The party brought back a nice col- 
! lection of bear and deer heads and

Arthur M cFadden ami W illiam Je f­ 
fries of Santa Ana and W illiam Jencks 
of Garden Grove, have returned from 
an extensive hunting trip at a point 
about 112 miles inland from Eureka, 
California. 
The party left here about 
25 days ago, McFadden and Jeffries 
going by train 
to 
San 
Francisco, 
thence by boat to Eureka, and Jencks] 
going by boat from San Pedro, having j 
in charge M cFaddens E. M. F., which 
was unloaded at Eureka. 
From Eureka the party motored for , 
a distance of about 1"0 miles inland > 
along Klam ath river 
Of the road and j 
the 
trip McFadden said 
yesterday, j 
“ They were the worst hills and the j 
muddiest roads 1 ever saw in my liie. i 
If some of the boys down here, who 
are kicking about some of the roads j 
in Southern California, were to see i 
the roads we traveled over they would 
forevermore hold their peace.” 
One of the greatest hills the party 
had to traverse was 
4000 
feet 
in i 
height. 
Nevertheless the 
trip 
was 
made without mishap. 
A t the 100-mile i>oint the men left 
the machine and spent a day in en- 
gaging four burros to 
carry 
their f 
packs for the remaining 12-mile dis­ 
tance. 
On the first night out on the 
12-mile jaunt it began to rain. 
After completing six miles of their 
journey the men were “ rained-in" for 
three days at a 
deserted 
sawmill 
known as Cedar Camp. 
The party did 
a great deal of fishing here. 
Some 
idea of the strength of the rain may 
be gained when it is said that it rain- 
gd so hard at times that the men were 
unable to see the line at the end of 
their poles, six feet away. 
W hen the rain ceased the remaining 
six miles of the journey was complet­ 
ed. 
At headquarters the weather was 
excellent for about tour days. 
Th e ' 
hunting was of the best, McFadden 
and Jencks finding it unnecessary to 
leave camp for more than a half-mile 
to do their hunting. 
The fine weather 
and excellent hunting availed Jeffrie* 
nothing as he was for the first tinu 
in his life, seized with a very aggra 
vatod case of poison nak. 
He was ut 
terly unable to walk during the great­ 
er part of the time. 
One of his eyes i 
was shut and the other 
nearly 
so .: 
However, towards the latter part 
the stay at headquarters, he began 
to recover. 
He went out one da; 
to 
a distance of about 150 yards from 
camp and shot two fine bucks, oue of 
which, however, managed to escape 
Breaking ramp, the party doubled 
back for a distance of 
about 
eight 
miles and accidentally came upon a j 
splendid hunting ground. Deer were 
plentiful 
It was at this point that 
Jencks killed a 350-pound black bear. I 
“ It was pure murder,” as McFadden ] 
put it. 
The killing of the bear by 
i Jencks was done while Jencks 
was j 
hidden in some brush 
w aiting 
tor 
deer. 
Jencks heard a noise at a dis 
tance of about 30 yards. Turning, he 
saw the bear, calm ly eating acorns 
W ithout further ado, Jencks brought 
down the animal. 
“ Jencks should at i 
least have hollered at the beast and , 
given a fair chance,” said McFadden. 
As it was, the s,hooting was nothing 
but pure murder.” 
A fter one day's hunt rain began 
falling again and the party was tin 
able to do any more hunting for four 
days. 
Jeffries had almost recovered 
from his attack of poison oak by this 
time. 
Four miles further, the 
men 
came to their machine. 
A freighter 
was engaged to haul 
the 
blankets, 
meat and other paraphernalia to E u ­ 
reka. 
After having gone about ten miles 
in the auto, it broke down. 
One day 
was spent in an endeavor to repair 
the car but was 
found 
impossible. 
Jeffries and Jencks struck out over a 
short cut across the hills toward E u ­ 
reka, leaving McFadden to arrange 
for the machine to be towed in, in the 
wake of a freighter. 
On the first day’s 
tow McP'adden made five 
and 
two- 
tenths miles. 
However, he finally got 
into Eureka sate and sound and was 
i joined by Jeffries and Jencks. 
The party brought back a nice col­ 
lection of bear and deer heads and 
hides. Each man votes the trip a huge 
¡success.
